cause for bia'i-l r . L ix>n perceiving this iui- 
rression upou tbe mind of the President, 
Gens. Newton aud Cochrane state thai thev 
hastened to assure th« President that he wai 
entirely mistaken, and to far ■nccaeded that 
at the close ot the interview the President 
•«id to them bs was glad tb> y had called upon 
him, and that hi hoped that goad would result 
from the interview.

G n. Burrs de cime to Washington to ascer- 
tain from th^ President the tru- etate of the 
case.

that time. Geu. ii til ek ana Secretary S.au 
tou were b^ru RaT, and then learued, for the 
ti.st time, of the President's acuon in stopping 
the mo>eiiicLt. aunougD tren. lialieck was 
prevttu ly aware that a movement was con- 
letnplatoa f>y Gen. Burnside. Gen. lla leck, 
lien. Burnside, held tha: the officers w^o 
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fi»~The Washing'ot Iaulligenccr poitU 
out atfUhcr infraction of the Constitution by 
the President, and oie so ptlpuo y a violation 
th-t we cm but be a3tonishe-i at the coolness 
which perpetrates i». It h the s : gnir:^ of the 
act to provide for the collection of abandoned 
prop riy, and for the prevention of fraud* in 
insurrectionary Slates. It is signed by thr 
President at approved by him March the 12,b, 
or cine days after ihe term ol the late C>e- 
gress had come to a constitutional lim!Uiion. 

We are not atvare that the President of the 
L nited S'.ates at any other p-rio 1 of cur his 
lory has eutroscd it coni[>etent for him to 
sign bills, and ihereby give them the force 
and ttt' et of laws.uf.er Ihe Congress by which 
they were passed Lai been diisclved. But as 
the power has now been rxercistd by Mr. 
Lincoln (we presume a f ter consultation aitb 
tbc Attorney General), tbe ciucttion of Lis 
rigLt to effectuate legislation under such c!r 
cr instances becomes properly a question 
of constitu'ional law, open to coutide:- 
ation and discussion. And fortunately the 
question can b- trea'ed as one 6inply 
of constitu'.ioual constru :ti >u and int ^rorj- 
tatior, for the j articular inea6uie which ii 
concerns, and in regard to which il it raised 
cannot arouse any pol.tical passions such as 
aometimes disturb the jatfgSMMt ot men in 
the decision ol ciiutitalioaal q-ieiiicnj. The 
regulations made in pursuance of this law, 
approvi d on tbc I2.h of March, are mainly 
such, we underjtand, as tn'gbt bavebee.net- 
t^blished under tbc general military authority 
of the President in ibe conduct of the wer, 
and are therefore nol likely to be cilud into 
controversy on the ground of tneir intrinsx- 
exj'ediency or ri<>htfulcess. 

The cl rise of tbe Constitution which pre - 
s.ribes the rules and limitations relatiig to 
the signing of b lli pisaed by Congress is 
as foil jws :

liw. But in all such cases ibe votes of both 
Hou«e6 shnll be determined by yeas and nays, 
and the names of the persons voting for and 
ag-itnsi the bM sh ill b'j entered on ih». Jour 
ual of tacu Hiuse respectively. If any bill 
shall not be te urued by the President wi'bln 
ten dtys (Sundays excepted) after it shall have 
been p;c*euled to Lim, tLe s?tue s^iall be a 
law, iu like mann^ras if he hid signed it, 
uulrse the Congress by their arijou-nment pre- 
vent its rc.urn, iu which cise ii shall not le 
a law.

New York, April 13. 
Tbe Tribune's account of the Charleston 
right eajs the squadron arrived off Charleston 
n the morning of the 5th, and spent a day in 
examining the bars and chinuels, the wind 
being too high to cross that evening. The 
Admiral disclosed his plan of attack, which 
was to Fall directly up and attack the north- 
west lace ot Fort Sumpter at six or eight 
hundred yards. About 8 o'clock oi Monday 
morning ih> signal for the movement was 
giver, and ihe vessels start< d s:owly. Ia con- 
sequence ol the log, however, they were ob- 
liged to poUpone the intended attack till next 
«tay. Dunrg the afternoon one of Geu. Fury's 
brigades wi.rked its way up to Folley Inland 
wmm established communication with the 11 et, 
hut no portion of tbe lard forces ?nt into the 
attack at ail. Oa the 7ih, at 4:17 p. m., the 
fleet got under way and pa sed Morris' 
latin 1 batteries without being tired upon, 
pushing ritrht on towards Suinpier. The new 
Ironsides woilced badly and in const qaenee 
of the current was obliged to anchor two or 
three limes. Fort Moultrie opened first upon 
the Weebawker, which was within 590 yards. 

The Cumm n^s Point battery, Fort Sump- 
ter, and Battery Bee immediitely opened, and 
1 1<« ae-tion became general and teiriflc. The 
Monitors still pushed on, replying vigorously, 
and pissed to tbe nortaeusi lace of Sump'.e'r, 
wheu they discovered three linos of obstruc- 
tions holding torpedoes, one of which ex- 
plod af, but did no great damage. Finding il 
impossible to ir-t across tbe obstructions, 
ihey turned about and steamed down the har- 
bor. The Patopsco (300-pounder) hid become 
disabled, and tne turret of the Passaic so bent 
tbrt tbe vetsel was practically out of use. 

Olber boats also passed up to the northeast 
face ol Sumter till they also were stopped by 
obstructions and turned back after beim; un- 
der tire three quiriers of an hour, and all tbe 
Monitors ordered back, and at Ave o'clock the 
entire il 1 1 gotou: of ra-ige, and the action 
censed. 

A Imiral Dupont intended to renew the at- 
tack next d-iy, but ou ascertaining tbat the 
Keokuk and Passaic were entirely disabled, 
aad three othe s partially so, he concluded, 
to desist, in which he was sustained by all the 
commander?. 

The Monitors were hit from Af y to sixty 
times each except the Keokuk, which received 
about ninety snots, and was penetrated at 
water mark no le? s than ninteen times. s?he 
was kept afloat till next morning when she 
sunk ou the bar — her colors flying. All on 
boud were saved. 

Tbe Ironsides wa3 hit about sixty limes but 
no: damaged. 

Tnere are eleven large holes in the side of 
Sumpter, apparently running through the 
walls. 

. The entire flrirg only amounted to 150 
rounds. 

Wheu cur correspondent left two of the 
Mouitor; had sailed for Port K>yal and others 
were lo f >liow.

The Union Convention which met la Louis- 
ville oo We inesday, aljouraed yesterday nttc 
die. Tbe a- tendanc-e was large, tbe number 
of delegates present being estiniited at over 
one thousand. In tbe forenoou of the Arsi 
day of the meeting everything went off well. 
In the afternoon .Mr. WkckliaM Lssroataced la 
tbe Conven-.ion ihe Hon. James A. Craven:-, 
member of Concress from the Secul 
D strict of Indiana. Tne Couv. ntion 
was delighted to bear from a member 
from Iudiaui, and gave carsest at- 
tention. The Hon. Cravens addressed 
the assembly. Instead of corAn Dg himself to 
the expression of Union sentiments, he de- 
Toted his speech to a laudation of the Demo- 
cratic pirty. I his created the greaest dissat- 
isfaction and contusion. M tubers denounced 
him as u Butternut and Copp-rbcad, and told 
him that be had no business there. It was 
only after the gieatest diffleu!:y that ibe Hon. 
Cravens conld obtain leave to make an expla- 
nation. He had not the eoura^c to face lue 
storm which he had raised. A tier mikirg a 
complete ass of bimself he subsided, ma h to 
the satisfaction ot the Convention. 

No business of importance w^s transacted 
on Wednesday. On Thursu^y morning tha 
meeting was filled to order by the venerable 
Mr. Marshall, wbo bad bcen eltcttd Chair- 
man. After some delay the Convention pro- 
ceeded to acm'aata caudi i nes. On tbe first 
ballot Mr. Bell received awl votes, the whole 
number of votes cast b^ing !,0J^. Having 
received the majoriiy of tbe volts cast, he was 
declared the uom'nee for Governor. Oi mo- 
tion, the nomination was made unanimous. 
Next came the voting for L eu*. Governor. 
Oa the second ballot Colonel Jacob received 
the nomination, which was then mide 
unanimous. John M. Harlin wis nomina- 
ted for Attorney General, Jam s 11. Garrard for 
Treasurer, Dawsou for Slate Register, Page 
for Auditor, and Stevenson law Super.nund- 
tnt of Public Instruction. Tbe Conven ion 
then adjourned until four o'clock in tbc after- 
noon. In the afternoon the Coiumiitee ou 
Resolutions presented a long series of 
resolutions, the same as was adopted by 
the General Asscmb'y of Kenturkv. 
These i evolutions, whilst th-y are un- 
doubtedly patrio ic, set forth most striking- 
ly tbe vani'y and presumptio i of Ken- 
tucky chiviby. The hatl is, K>n'.nckians 
have an cxtremyy hi ;a opinion ol themseiver . 
They esteem themselves of cousiJerably more 
importance than they really are. Dm would 
think that the si! virion of the Republic de- 
pended upcu Kentucky. Tbo Keutuckians 
are rather g <od at b< asiing. But then t!; U is 
no serious matter. Tae worst feature of the 
resolutions is tha iniaimvion displiycd in 
that part relating to stave* y. Let Kentucky 
take heed lest Mavtry prove her ruin. Ken- 
tucky Unionists, in conseqi e>ic» of infatua- 
tion concerning slavery, sec through a glass 
darkly. All the measures ol toe Administr..- 
tlon are seen through :he Proclamation of 
Emancipation. K^nta.kians nigh: as well 
prepare to give up their peculiar institution. 
The indication* are Ibat il won't survive tbc 
prtsent war. Mi-sonri, in taking xteps to- 
wards compensated emancipation. Is wise in 
her generation. Let Kentucky go and do 
likew se. 

Upon the whole, the Convention at Louis- 
ville was DiDco more satisfactory than we ex- 
pec led.
